DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 2/28/2007 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,677,993 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer 
has been recorded. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 27 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground of rejection. 

In addition to the new ground of rejection, the Examiner would like to point out 
that Wilder discloses correlated double sampling provided at the output of the amplifying 
element (Tout) to subtract reset noise signal from the image signal so as to remove 
noise from the image (col. 15, line 62 - col. 16, line 5). Wilder meets all limitations of 
claim 27 as set forth below. 

Drawings 

The replacement drawings filed 2/28/2007 are received and accepted. 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wilder et al. 
(US 5,262,871). 

Regarding claim 27, Wilder discloses a solid-state image sensor (Figs. 2 & 6-9; 
col. 10, lines 53-59) comprising: 

unit pixels (Fig. 2) each having a photoelectric conversion element (photodiode 
PD shown in Figs. 6-9) for converting incident light into an electric signal charge and 
then storing (accumulating) the signal charge obtained through such photoelectric 
conversion (col. 1 0, line 60 - col. 1 1 , line 7); 

an amplifying element (Tout shown in Fig. 6) for amplifying the an electric signal 
charge stored in said photoelectric conversion element into an electric signal (see col. 
14, lines 27-30); 

a reset element (transistor TRGY) for resetting said signal charge photoelectric 
conversion element, said reset element being a depletion transistor (see col. 13, lines 
21-32 and col. 14, line 11). 

Wilder further discloses that the amplifying element (Tout) outputs said electric 
signal of a reset charge level and a signal charge level for correlated double sampling 
(see col. 1 5, line 50 - col. 1 6, line 5).
